TERRORISM THWARTED 


Mom gets slap on wrist for pointing gun at not-so-dangerous Muslim couple 





Nancy Knoble confronted the couple for 
waiting in a car to pick up their son. 


ancy Knoble will get 45 days in 

Hennepin County jail for point- 

ing a gun at a Muslim couple 

guilty of no more than trying 
to pick up their kid. 

Knoble was arrested back in May for 
confronting Adly Ohalley and his wife, 
Worood Abumayaleh, as they waited in 
their car for their son to emerge from a 
friend’s house in Brooklyn Park. 

“Open the window or Ill kill you,” 
Knoble told the Maple Grove couple. 
(The threat was idle — the rifle she was 
holding was just a pellet gun. But her 
victims had no way of knowing that.) 

Knoble then made Ohalley get out of 
the vehicle and walk to the house where 
they’d been waiting, keeping the rifle 
pointed at his back. Only after his teenage 
son greeted him at the door did Knoble 
seem convinced the couple wasn’t up to 
nefarious doings. 


Knoble, who has no prior criminal 
record, pleaded guilty to one felony charge 
of terroristic threats back in December. 
Last week, the mother of two received 
total jail time of just 45 days, and can

qualify for release on an ankle monitor 
after 15 days. 

Knoble is barred from any contact 
with her victims, and is prohibited from 
possessing “firearms, ammunition, or 


explosives” during a three-year probation 
sentence. She also can’t vote, meaning she 
won't be able to protect America from 
further Muslim incursions over the next 
two elections. 

In addition, Judge William Koch man- 
dated that Knoble complete an approved 
“cultural awareness” program. This seems 
the least the state could’ve asked, given 
just how little it took to cause the ter- 
rorizing situation. 

MPR News, which profiled the Ohalley- 
Abumayaleh couple as part of its “Being 
Muslim in Minnesota” report, says that 
they were simply minding their own 
business, in their own car, when Knoble 
approached the vehicle with a rifle in 
her hands. 

Abumayaleh has lived in Minnesota 
for about 30 years. Ohalley, a Palestin- 
ian, moved here from Jerusalem four 
decades ago. —MIKE MULLEN

The People v. Select Comfort 


The tale of a discount pillow, and when marketing becomes fraud 


aeid Azimpour just wanted a pil- 
low. A place to rest his head at 
night so that he might keep on 
dreaming the American dream. 

Azimpour also wanted a deal. So one 
day last July, the San Diego resident 
went shopping at a nearby Select Com- 
fort store. There, he found the “down 
alternative pillow,” which, in its “firm 
support” variety, was not only suitable, 
it was a steal. 

A colorful tag advertised “50% off” its 
original price of $89.99. Azimpour left 
the store with a receipt in his pocket for 
$48.59, including tax. 

Tt wasn’t until months later that he 
realized what had happened. His pillow 
wasn’t on sale — not in the get-it-while- 
it’s-hot meaning. The same “half-off” 
deal was still being advertised in Novem- 
ber. If your “sale” never ends, Azimpour 
reasoned, the item is not on sale. That’s 
just the price. 

We've all felt like this, duped by market- 
ing. But Saeid Azimpour did something 
almost no one does. He sued the bastards. 

In December, he filed a lawsuit in U.S. 
District Court of Minnesota, accusing 
Select Comfort, based in Plymouth, of 
selectively ripping him off. His complaint 
accuses the company of violating the 
Minnesota Prevention of Consumer 
Fraud Act, a statute that outlaws “false 
pretense, false promise... or deceptive 
practice” that convinces consumers to 
shell out cash. 

He wants Select Comfort to stop its 
fraudulent practice, and he wants his 
money back. 

In fact, Azimpour wants everyone’s 


money back. His is a class-action suit. 
If the judge certifies it as such, an esti- 
mated “hundreds of thousands” of clients 
would be eligible for refunds in excess 
of $5 million. 

Ambitious though it may seem, his 
case is not without precedent: Kohl’s 
was hit with the same sort of suit last 
year, and the retailer ultimately settled

out of court for $1 million, avoiding the 
admission its sales were deceptive. 

Select Comfort, better known as the 
company behind Sleep Number beds, was 
launched in the late 1980s by acon man. 
Literally. In 2014, founder Bob Walker 
got a 25-year sentence for defrauding 
investors of $57 million in another one 
of his companies. 

These days, the company stands by its 
integrity in matters concerning a good 


night’s sleep. In a response filed by its 
legal team, Select Comfort argues that 
its sales are on the up-and-up. The pil- 
low wasn’t filled with pebbles or mouse 
corpses. It was a feather-stuffed head rest, 
one that Azimpour decided was worth 
$44.99, “Plaintiff nowhere alleges that he 
did not get what he paid for,” they write. 

How do yousleep at night, Mr. Azim- 
pour? If the answer is “not so bad,” then 
Select Comfort thinks you should be 
happy with your pillow and move on. 

The man behind the suit remains a 
mystery. His lawyer in San Diego wasn’t 
inclined to let his client talk, nor would 
he reveal much about Azimpour. 

But a week after his suit against Select 
Comfort, he filed a near-identical case 
against Sears, claiming it had also ripped 
him off. 

Sears’ offense? Selling Azimpour a 
pillow for $9.99, marked down from its 
“original price” of $19.99. 

This too was purchased in July, leav- 
ing it fair to assume Azimpour was very 
sleepy that month. But a half-year later, 
Sears was still advertising it at the same 
sale price. 

The two cases raise the possibility that 
Azimpour has embarked on anew career 
of professional pillow plaintiff. But his 
question stands. When is asale nota sale? 

Even if you’ve never bought from Select 
Comfort or Sears, you are a party to this 
case. We all are. 

The American marketplace is rigged, 
and the deck’s stacked against the con- 
sumer. Americans love a bargain, but 
we don’t actually recognize one when 
we see it. That’s why Saeid Azimpour’s

pillow was $44.99, rather than $45.00. 
More than two-thirds of retail goods are 
priced with numbers ending in nine, 
because buyers are convinced they’re 
getting a deal. 

I don’t know what green onions are 
worth to me. But I do knowifI see abright 
red tag that says they’re $0.79, down from 
$1.19, I will come home with a handful 
of green onions. It’s called “priming.” 
You throw out a high number, cut it to 
a lower number, our brain goes mushy 
and we reach for our wallets. 

There are shelves full of market 
research books explaining these time- 
tested principles. Most of us don’t read 
them, but corporations hire teams full 
of people who are devoted to fooling us 
into paying for shit we never needed, but 
couldn’t resist. 

Think of the marketplace like this the 
next time you click into Amazon or stroll 
through Cub Foods. The people who set 
those prices aren’t trying to help you. 
They’re trying to help themselves, and 
they do it by preying on people who can’t 
help but take advantage of a good bargain. 

It’s enough to make anyone lose sleep.

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The Anishinaabe Great Spirit appears 
like God from a children’s book. To the 
onlooking European settlers, the Great 
Spirit offers the river’s resources, the fruits 
of the forest — even the Native American 
couple. 

And as the Native couple is freely relin- 
quishing the land, the water, and the woods 
around them, they undergo a Christian 
baptism. Above, two angels offer moral 
cover for the white discoverers and civiliz- 
ers, who receive this bounty for the state 
of Minnesota. 

Made to look like a mural, the painting 
Discoverers and Civilizers Led to the Source 
of the Mississipp1 is actually adhered to the 
wall of the Minnesota Senate Chamber, 
where it looms over the heads of legisla- 
tors. As such, it is slated for restoration 
along with the rest of the state Capitol 
building, as part of a massive $310 million, 
multiyear project. 

But its very existence, along with other 
paintings of Native Americans in this 
building, has whipped up a maelstrom. 
Minnesota’s violent, whitewashed past 
is at the center of it all. 


II. 
Almost all of the Capitol’s paintings were 
commissioned circa 1905 when the grand 
building was erected. From what hangs on 
the Capitol walls, it appears Minnesota’s 
moral evolution came to a grinding halt 
that year. 

The 120,000 visitors to the Capitol every 
year get a glimpse into an era when women 
couldn’t vote (installing women’s bath- 
rooms is one of the few modifications to 
the structure), when Native Americans 
could apply for U.S. citizenship if they 
abandoned their tribes and adopted “the 
habits of civilized life,” and when the popu- 
lation of Minnesota was 98 percent white. 

St. Paul in 1905 was mostly red brick

buildings and dirt roads, falling behind the 
rapid growth and expansion ofits neighbor 
Minneapolis. Large mills and granaries 
were built around St. Anthony Falls, while 
industry waned in St. Paul. Cass Gilbert, 
a St. Paul native and the architect and 
designer of the Capitol, could see that 
government would be the foothold in his 
city. He wanted a monument that befit a 
capital city, and he wanted to fill it with 
high-quality art. 

Gilbert hired mostly artists from the East 
Coast, who had never been to Minnesota, 
to tell the story of the state’s progress. They 
were to depict the Star of the North asa 
bastion of culture and civilization, saved 
from the savages who once roamed here. 

Edward Simmons painted Civilization of 
the Northwest, affixed to the wall between 
the arches of the most public and grandest 
space of the Capitol — the Rotunda. The 
series of paintings is rich with allegory 
declaring the settlers rightful owners of 
the land and resources of Minnesota. A 
robust young white man is the central 
character in all the paintings. He cracks a 
whip, menacing a strange group of beasts 
and one man: a cowering Native American. 

Francis Davis Millet, an esteemed art- 
ist with a strong national reputation, was 
hired to paint The Signing of the Treaty of 
Traverse des Sioux, aretelling of one of the 
most important events in the formation 
of the state of Minnesota: the signing ofa 
treaty between the U.S. government and 
the Dakota tribe. 

Millet was charged with painting the 
state’s first governor, Alexander Ramsey, 
in the best light possible. Ramsey stands 
ona platform, shaking hands with a Native 
American chief under a large makeshift

canopy. Teepees fill up the background and 
Native American families sit and watch 
peacefully as other tribal members sign 
the large scroll on a table. 

Douglas Volk, a Minnesota painter, cap- 
tured a scene from a book by the French 
priest Father Hennepin, recounting his 
six-month stay in Minnesota as a captive of 
the Dakota. Father Hennepin Discovering 
St. Anthony Falls depicts the first time a 
European saw the only waterfall on the 
Mississippi. The painting’s holy name- 
sake rises up above the group of Dakota 
and one European companion to hold 
out his crucifix and bless the waterfall, 
which would later power many mills and 
breweries at the heart of Minneapolis. 
Off to the right in this painting, the sole 
woman carries a portage, topless. 

“Cass Gilbert executed the art in great 
classical style that reflects the morays of 
the times,” Minnesota Historical Society 
Director, Stephen Elliot, told MPR in July 
2015. “It is the story of white triumpha- 
lism.” 


III. 
What really happened at the Treaty of 
Traverse des Sioux is quite different from 
what Francis Davis Millet painted for 
Gilbert. For starters, Millet had the wrong 
Sioux: His were Lakota, who had nothing

to do with the treaty. 

During the early 1800s, European set- 
tlers began moving west of the St. Croix 
River and saw the value of the land and its 
resources. Alexander Ramsey and Henry 


Sibley, key players in the founding of the 
state of Minnesota, convinced the U.S. 
government to negotiate the purchase 
of land from the Dakota people living 
here. In 1851, Dakota chieftains came 


to a locale called Traverse des Sioux to 
hear about the proposed treaty, listening 
intently to Sibley, a fur trader who had 
married a Dakota woman and translated 
the document for them. 

When Dakota chiefs went to the table 
to sign the treaty, they were told to sign 
athird piece of paper. A third copy of the 
treaty, they assumed. But, in fact, they 
were handing over most of their share of 
treaty money to local fur traders to “settle 
their affairs.” Henry Sibley walked away 
with $66,000. Although the treaty gave 
24 million acres of Dakota land to the 
soon-to-be state of Minnesota (basically 
everything south of I-94) in return for 
three cents an acre, Sibley got more of 
that money than the Dakota did. 

With little land or money, the Dakota 
struggled in the coming years to feed 
their families. In the summer of 1862 
the government had delayed giving the 
Dakota the food and annuity payments 
promised by the treaty. They were starv- 
ing. The brutal three-month War of 1862 
that followed left many people dead, 
mostly settlers, and led to the ultimate 
capture of hundreds of Dakota warriors. 
Ramsey and Sibley wrote to President 
Abraham Lincoln requesting that the 
federal government allow them to hang 
303 Dakota men. Lincoln agreed to 38.

The Signing of the Treaty of Traverse des Sioux 





On December 26, 1862, 4,000 people 
came from miles around to watch the 
largest mass execution in U.S. history in 
downtown Mankato. Millet’s painting of 
the Treaty of Traverse des Sioux makes 
the treaty look like a respectable act of 
diplomacy. In truth, it was deceitful, and 
ushered in the war that led to the ultimate 
expulsion of the Dakota from Minnesota. 

In her book North Country: The Mak- 
ing of Minnesota, historian Mary Lethert 
Wingerd writes that such ugly victories 
over Native tribes cleared the way for 
Minnesota’s 20th-century success. “With 
prospects ahead unlimited,” Wingerd 
writes, “Minnesotans resolutely put their 
shoulders to the wheel of progress. If 
they looked back at all, it was only to 
fashion a selective memory that shone 
with benevolence on their brave new 
world.” 

Whites were already predominant 
when Cass Gilbert was handed the 
artistic reins at the Capitol. The laws 
enacted inside his new building made 
sure tribal lands continued to dwindle. In 
1906, the Legislature passed the Snyder 
Act, helping lumber barons in northern 
Minnesota encroach upon the forests 
of the White Earth Reservation, while 
giving the tribe little in return. 


IV. 
Inanotherwise boring Capitol Preservation 
Commission meeting in late 2013, Gov. Mark 
Dayton asked, perhaps innocently, whether 
there needed to be so many paintings of 
the Civil War in the Governor’s Recep- 
tion Room. 

That one question spawned many more. 
Soon every image in the Capitol, even the 
whole purpose of the building, was up for 
debate. 

Should paintings that reflect Minne- 
sota’s sins against Native Americans and 
others be preserved as part of the historic 
record? Or should the vestiges ofa shameful 
time be scrubbed from a forward-facing 


Legislature? 

Art decisions at the Capitol have fallen 
under the jurisdiction of the Minnesota 
Historical Society since 1972. During that 
time, the state institution removed no paint- 
ings, and added few, except to update with 
new portraits of modern governors. 

After Dayton’s Reception Room reflec- 
tion, the Preservation Commission formed 
an art subcommittee, bringing together 
experts from the state’s art, historical, 
legislative, and cultural bodies. The art 
subcommittee would pass recommenda- 
tions on to the Preservation Commission 
and then work with the Minnesota Histori- 
cal Society to reach a final decision. The 
experts were charged with reviewing all 
148 artworks in the Capitol, including the 
seemingly endless governors’ portraits and 
much Civil War memorabilia. None of the 
artwork has garnered more thorny, emo- 
tionally charged debate than the paintings 
of Native Americans. 

Gwen Westerman’s Dakota ancestors 
were expelled from their Minnesota home- 
land after the War of 1862. Not until she was 
hired as an English professor at Minnesota 
State University, Mankato, did Westerman, 
amember of the Sisseton Wahpeton Dakota 
tribe, learn the full extent of her ancestral 
roots to her new home. Her great-great- 
great-grandmother Ta Sina Sapa Win was 
the sister of Ta Oyate Duta, or Little Crow, 
one of the key Dakota chiefs who partici- 
pated in the treaty that ceded huge tracts 
of land to white settlers. 

Westerman, one of two Native Americans 
on the Capitol art subcommittee, says her 
comments were often discounted at their 
first meetings. When the group discussed 
the Civil War art, one presenter noted the 
the incredible attention to accurate detail 
of the Civil War experience. The man, a 
descendant of a Union soldier, asked 
subcommittee members to consider the 
pride people take in seeing their ancestors 
depicted in paintings inside the Capitol. 

Atthe next meeting, it was Westerman’s 


turn to lead aclose study of paintings repre- 
senting the Dakota people. “I asked [them] 
to imagine they were Dakota, and saw their 
ancestors portrayed in these paintings. Not 
with loving and accurate detail, but distorted 
to look like how others perceived them to 
be.” She felt a shift in the conversation. 

Westerman says Native viewpoints like 
hers are often disregarded “from the get- 
go, before we even speak.” Depictions of 
Dakota history published by white writers 
are often considered to be “the truth, the 
whole truth, and the only truth,” shutting 
out Dakota accounts. 

“A full account of Minnesota’s history 
will include multiple perspectives of events, 
not just the master narrative,” believes 
Westerman. 

When Andrea Carlson, a local artist of 
Native descent, walks into the Capitol, “I 
just start laughing. I see European fantasy 
paintings in this faux-classical style that is 
selling something really hard, like super 
propaganda.” 

In a letter to the art subcommittee, the 
Leech Lake Band of Ojibwe singled out 
the purported discovery of St. Anthony 
Falls, an area Native tribes had occupied for 
some 12,000 years — the Ojibwe knew it as 
Kakabika, or “severed rock” — as especially 
insulting. “Importantly, some pieces of art 
misrepresent our history and puts Native

Americans in an offensive and inaccurate 
light, such as the Governor’s Reception 
Room painting of Father Hennepin ‘dis- 
covering’ St. Anthony Falls.” 

Carlson sees that painting as proof that 
“the collusion of church and state is okay 


ifit means that lands can be procured for 
the white man.” When she looks at the 
Capitol’s collection as a whole, she sees 
“romantic fantasies of the genocide of a 
people,” Carlson says. 

But, she reasons, maybe keeping them 


where they are “means they can be teach- 
ing tools, to remind the state about how 
wrong they have been.” 


V. 
Paul Anderson assumes the role of elder 
statesman on the Capitol art subcommittee. 
In a December meeting of the group, the 
retired Minnesota Supreme Court Justice 
cried out, “These paintings are too much 
a part of our history.” 

Preservationists like Anderson and Sen. 
David Senjem, R-Rochester, want the Capi- 
tol to remain a historic monument and 
keep the art as it has been for a hundred 
years. They think removing and relocat- 
ing controversial pieces would destroy 
Gilbert’s vision and diminish the value of 
the artwork. A piece of Minnesota history 
would be lost. 

The Leech Lake Band of Ojibwe, in its 
letter to the subcommittee, calls for the 
removal “of offensive, traumatizing paint- 
ings,” and to give them anew home. “Pref- 
erably a museum,” reads the letter. The 
two Native American people serving on 
the subcommittee, Westerman and Anton 
Treuer, professor of Ojibwe language at 
Bemidji State, both favor removing from 
the Capitol the most controversial art. 

“This is our Confederate flag battle,” 
Treuer says. “We want these one-sided 
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historical paintings, these paintings that 
glorify the white settlers and disparage the 
Native people, to be removed and relocated. 
Even with the context of time, it is not 
fair to say that what was racist then is no 
longer racist now.” 

Rep. Dean Urdahl, R-Grove City, a sub- 
committee member and noted Minnesota 
history buff, talks about “the Capitol telling 
astory that needs to be told.” He agrees that 
it might not be the only story that can be 
told. “Most of the artwork that is offensive 
to some is too valuable to be moved,” he 
says, citing the Discoverers and Civilizers 
Senate chambers painting as one example. 
Anderson chimed in at a recent meeting, 
“These paintings they want moved are 
worth millions.” 

Brian Szott, the Minnesota Historical 
Society’s art curator and head of collection, 
reports that no one has ever put a price 


art should be kept in place with no changes. 
Some 36 percent wanted the offensive works 
removed from the Capitol, with another 10 
percent wanting them relocated within the 
Capitol. And 32 percent suggested changes 
like new interpretive material, or balancing 
the old paintings with new pieces. 

Matt Massman, the commissioner of 
administration, who serves on the art sub- 
committee, proclaimed at its December 
meeting, “We can see this as an opportu- 
nity,” and then wondered out loud, “How 
much change can we stomach in the room?” 
The question seemed directed at the more 
conservative members. Dean Urdahl has 
what looks like a firm position, that none of 
the paintings should be removed. Once the 
decision-making process leaves the subcom- 
mittee and enters the political arena, a few 
key legislators will have considerable sway 
on what happens. Urdahl is one of them.

tag on the Capitol artwork. Pieces that are 
thought to be permanent are usually not 
given a monetary value. Not that it couldn’t 
be done: A value estimate could be arrived 
at by looking at the artists’ other sales, and 
the condition, size, content, and historical 
importance of the pieces. 

Inthe case of the Capitol, much of the art 
was created by some of the biggest names 
in Americaat that time. “There is no con- 
crete answer and it is a good question to 
think about,” Szott told the subcommittee, 
“whether or not the value will be enhanced 
or diminished by relocation.” 

Last fall, the subcommittee held public 
input meetings around the state, adozen in 
all. They created an online survey, including 
frank questions asking if paintings depict- 
ing Native Americans should stay or go. 

“Having public meetings is all well and 
good,” says Christina Woods, who attended 
ameeting in Duluth, “but there were only 
four Native people at this meeting.” As a 
member of the Bois Forte band of Chip- 
pewa and cultural competency trainer, 
she serves as a bridge between the city 
of Duluth and its homeless Native com- 
munity. She is concerned that those who 
are misrepresented within the Capitol are 
not being granted equal opportunity to give 
feedback. “Most reservations struggle to get 
both cell coverage and effective broadband, 
so digital access is sketchy,” says Woods. 

Even taking Woods’ concerns into 
account, the majority of online survey 
respondents want some sort of change 
tothe controversial art. Only 22 percent of 
nearly 1,300 people surveyed said that the 


Other states have had to deal with con- 
troversial art, but never in this amount. The 
Colorado State Capitol chose in 1999 to 
keep a controversial painting in a promi- 
nent location, but renamed it and gave it 
a new purpose. The Battle of Sand Creek 
became The Massacre of Sand Creek, and 
an artwork that once honored a great battle 
became a commemorative piece to help 
mourn 150 Cheyenne and Arapaho who 
were slaughtered that day. 

Ted Lentz, Cass Gilbert Society president 
and a member of the art subcommittee, 
brought forward to the panel acompromise 
solution: to move the controversial paint- 
ings from the main governmental spaces, 
such as the Governor’s Reception Room, 
to designated space in the Capitol for a 
five-year trial period. Lentz says this will 
“remove the controversy and provide an 
opportunity for all voices to be heard in 
a way that is nonconfrontational, remov- 
ing the ‘black or white’ arguments around 
the work.” 

Lentz was once one of the staunchest 
supporters of preservation. But he was 
persuaded by the testimonies of many 
Native and non-Native people alike. He 
found Martin Luther King’s words suit- 
able justification for his change of heart: 
“Injustice to anyone threatens justice to 
everyone.” 

“Government credibility is at stake here,” 
says Andrea Carlson. “If the government 
sits by and does nothing, it looks like they 
support this arcane thinking.” Minnesota 
ranks as one of the worst states for racial 
disparity in education and standard of

living. “Keeping this artwork in a place 
of authority gives credibility to the idea 
of white racial supremacy,” says Carlson. 

Paintings of Native Americans in the 
civic spaces of the Minnesota Capitol are 
dangerous, argues Christina Woods, because 
they affect the actions of legislators and 
civically engaged people. She says, “We 
need to talk about today. These images 
no longer operate in the past.” 


VI. 

After a year of meetings, the art subcom- 
mittee has come to a consensus on exactly 
two paintings: The Signing of the Treaty 
of Traverse des Sioux and Father Henne- 
pin Discovering St. Anthony Falls in the 
Governor’s Reception Room. When the 
Preservation Commission reconvened 
on February 23, the subcommittee rec- 
ommended that these two paintings be 
removed from the reception room, but 
not the Capitol. 

Where will they go? The Capitol renova- 
tion will double public space by lowering 
the basement level, creating an extra floor. 
An interpretive center for the art could also 
be created within the Capitol. 

Despite all this work, research, and argu- 
ment, the end result could mean almost 
all the art will stay exactly where it has 
been for over 100 years. 

The subcommittee’s omission of the 
offensive mural-like paintings Discover- 
ers and Civilizers Led to the Source of the 
Mississippi or Civilization of the North- 
west means their removal and relocation is 
unlikely. If these images of Native Ameri- 
cans being “civilized” through coerced 
baptism, whitewashing, and whipping 
remain in key civic spaces of the Capitol, 
the question becomes how and who will 
provide interpretations. 

The decision-making process is still a 
little murky. “Nothing is as clear as one 
might hope,” says Paul Mandell, executive 
secretary of the Capitol Area Architectural 
and Planning Board. “Art subcommittee 
recommendations are just that, arecom- 
mendation: one which the Preservation 
Commission may or may not act on.” 

The Minnesota Historical Society will 
have the final say in what happens to the 
artworks. “We don’t want to take a side,” 
says Jessica Kohen, public relations man- 
ager for MNHS. “We just want to listen 
right now, and it seems like there is still 
more listening to be done.” 

In the meantime, the art subcommittee 
has passed its recommendations up to the 
Preservation Commission, where its 22 
members, all of them white, will wrestle 
with how, or if, Minnesota should finally 
reckon with its past. 

State Rep. Diane Loeffler, tri-chair of 
the art subcommittee, says, “If 2 percent 
of the population is offended by how they 
are represented in the art, then that is 2 
percent too many.” Especially if that 2 
percent are the people in the paintings.

tars sparkle and dance across the 

winter sky as you stroll down South 

Robert Street, past the scenic Booze 

Mart and Palace Bingo. Romance 
electrifies the night. 

The tingling air suggests an evening in 
Venice. Or perhaps Madrid, ifit were loaded 
with O’Reilly Auto Parts stores. 

But you’re someplace way better. You 
are in West St. Paul. 

It is home to the Great Moon Buffet. 
Word on the street is it’s the greatest Chi- 
nese buffet ever invented, the joint that has 
single-handedly elevated peasant dining 
to otherworldly heights. You are here to 
bear witness. 

You fling open the doors to find a packed 
room. Black, brown, white — all the finest 
pigmentations are represented. Extended 


families conquer multiple tables alongside 
immigrants hailing from lands near and far. 
There is nary a beard farmer in sight. But 
be forewarned, dearest Tea Party devotee: 
This crowd will not be cranking Florida 
Georgia Line upon departure. 

The price of entry is steep: $11.49 to 
$15.49, depending on time and day. On the 
People’s Monetary Scale, that’s equivalent 
to two packs of delicious American-made 
cigarettes. But you risk it. This glorious 
tapestry of humanity cannot be all wrong. 

As a waitress leads you to your table, 
you scan the room for the signatures of 
quality. Giant photo of the Great Wall of 
China? Check. Wall-sized renditions of 
mystical waterfalls tumbling into crystal- 
line lakes? Check. 

Your feast begins witha massive salad bar. 
There’s a full regiment of mayonnaise-based 
salads, constructed with everything from 


pasta to seafood. It’s as ifa truck hauling the 
world’s foremost picnic food has crashed 
into astrip mall in West St. Paul, spilling its 
cargo into feeding troughs within. Patri- 
ots hover and gorge themselves on plates 
heaped high and creamy white. Someone 
should have brought fireworks. 

A few steps away is the Mongolian bar- 
becue. You can select meat, fish, vegetables, 
and assorted stuff of unknown origin, to 
be cooked by a pleasant man before your 
very eyes. 

But you know that watching someone 
cook has all the entertainment value of 
televised poker. And you will notbe diverted 
in your hunt for that Holy Grail of volume 
cuisine: seafood. 

The very fact that you are here, fretting 
over the $15.49 that just bolted your wallet, 
speaks to another undeniable fact: You can’t 
afford real seafood. That is the preserve of

guys who tie sweaters around their necks. 

Go to a fancy joint, and a lobster din- 
ner might run $50. You will have to iron 
your best sweatpants. Quick mental check: 
Do you even have an iron? And you will 
endure the waiter’s smirk when you order 
his finest bottle of Boone’s Farm. He’s only 
64 credits short of his Renaissance poetry 
degree from Metro State so, yeah, he’s sooo 
much better than you. 

Yet Great Moon allows a piker to be 
prince. 

There’s coconut shrimp, shrimp with 
noodles, oysters, and crab legs. The best 
is simply called “salty shrimp,” delicious 
crustaceans blasted with enough salt to 
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Great Moon’s seafood allows a piker to be a prince. 


warrant litigation from the American Heart 
Association. It’s a delightful dish, perfect 
for the high blood pressure enthusiast, or 
the explorer lost at sea without the benefit 
of refrigeration. 

The fried fish is where Great Moon truly 
exposes its superiority. At your neighbor- 
hood buffet, you suspect the fish to be locally 
sourced from a hijacked truck abandoned 
in the railroad yard. It’s then baked under 
heat lamps to the consistency of roofing 
materials. 

Yet Great Moon’s fish is tender, flaky, so 
fresh you’re certain they breaded them- 
selves before being caught, just to speed 
their route to your gullet. 

Alas, the same cannot be said of the 
crab legs. 

You don’tblame the restaurant. You know 
the laws of cost-benefit analysis dictate 
that decent crab can’t be served for $15.49. 
Which means Great Moon has no choice 
but to ply the weaker end of the species, 
the crabs that never date and spend all day 
playing World of Warcraft in the basement. 
The kind that get tricked by their friends 
into getting caught first. “No, really, it’s like 
aroller coaster. Just go into the cage and 
you'll get a ride all the way to the surface!” 

You find them rubbery and out of shape, 
with all the meat ofa Grammys acceptance 
speech. Eating them is like wrestling a teeth- 
ing toddler into a new diaper. 

Supper should not include a high-inten- 
sity workout. Of this you are certain. 

The seafood is accompanied by all the 
usual suspects: lo mein, egg rolls, General 
Tso’s. Where your neighborhood joint is 
strictly transactional — nominal fee for 
nominal food — Great Moon executes them 
with ambition and flair. It’s as if someone 
woke up one morning with an idea never 
before entertained in the Chinese buffet 
industry: “Hey, maybe we should try to 
be, you know, really good.” Except they

probably said it in Mandarin. 

Unfortunately, aspiration has its down- 
sides. A packed house means that navigat- 
ing the troughs becomes a game of human 
bumper cars. The place has all the elbow 
room of an 1840s schooner hauling the 
Irish to America. 

You find the waitstaff large but taxed. 
They hurl themselves about the room with 
zeal, fetching pops and sweeping crumbs 
from the industrial-grade floral carpet. But 
they can’t keep up. 

You give them a pass. Were it not for 
immigrants, America’s work ethic would 
be like Moscow’s on Free Vodka Night. 

Butyou find yourself missing your neigh- 
borhood joint. The piles of fake crab and 
deliciously oiled green beans. The young 
Hmong families for whom an $8.95 dinner 
isa once-in-a-moon treasure. And truth be 
told, that roofing-materials fish is really 
tasty. Even ifit leaves permanent scarring 
on the roof of your mouth. 

Yet these thoughts are fleeting, for the 
upside to aspiration is far too great. Namely: 
The chow is way better. 

You are pleased to see someone present- 
ing superior food to the general peasantry, 
without trying to sell you a $17 rack of toast 
served with crumbs of artisanal bird food. 
For this much is true: Great Moon is arare 
triumph of the 99 percent. 

You fling open the doors and step into 
the night, enveloped by the enchantment 
of Robert Street. You momentarily con- 
sider another stroll down this most regal 
of boulevards. 

But Great Moon has defeated your hunger 
with honor and volume. You’re walking 
a bit like the SpongeBob balloon in the 
Macy’s Parade. 

So you wedge yourself behind the wheel 
of your minivan. It starts. Thank god, it 
starts. And for this brief moment, you are 
king. @

FAST-CASUAL FUSION 


Sushi-burritos and tater tots come together at SotaRol

fthe Coen brothers decided 

to opena sushi place, they’d 

invent something like the 

Minnesota/sushi/burrito 
mashup that is SotaRol. It’s 
easy to envision the Asian mil- 
lennial featured on the restau- 
rant’s website as a character in 
an upcoming season of Fargo. 
He’s clad ina plaid flannel shirt 
over a chef’s coat, a look that’s 
topped off with a Russian-style 
fur hat and arecently caught fish 
in hand. 

And just as Fargo the TV 
drama is loosely based on Fargo 
the movie, the fare at SotaRol is 
loosely based on various Asian 
cuisines, with a little Mexican 
thrown in for good measure. There’s Japa- 
nese sushi and Korean kimchi along with 
familiar flavors like teriyaki and cilantro. 
And you can getit all rolled up in a SotaRito, 
aburrito-like creation wrapped in edible 
soy paper. 

The menu is divided into sushi rolls, 
bowls, and the aforementioned SotaRitos; 
there are also a few snack options such 
as edamame and tater tots. The restau- 
rant advertises no MSG, no GMOs, and 
no gluten-containing ingredients. What 
it does offer is a fresh alternative to fried 
fast food and a nice change from your 
Chipotle rice bowl. 

Is it authentic? Well, sushi snobs might 
quibble with the idea of sustainably sourced 
tuna being rolled into a SotaRito, but you 
can’t argue with the fact that for $10.75, 
the spicy tuna with jalapeno, cucumber, 
tempura flakes, and spicy mayo is a tasty, 
filling, and reasonably priced meal. If 
raw fish isn’t your thing, you can choose 
from a variety of other hearty options, 
like shrimp tempura, chicken teriyaki, 
and five-spice pork. 

The fish takes center stage in the sushi 
rolls. The menu features lots of sushi 
bar standbys like a California roll and 
a shrimp tempura roll. Vegetarians and 
vegans can also enjoy options like a sweet 
potato tempura roll and the Sota veggie 
roll, with eggplant, asparagus, Asian pear, 
and cucumber, topped with mango and 
avocado. The sushi might not rival that 
prepared by a master at a hardcore sushi 
bar, but I’d head to SotaRol instead of one 
of those all-you-can-eat sushi buffets. 

Bowls are served with a choice of

white or brown rice, or for those forgo- 
ing carbs, a shredded cabbage mix. The 
mix is rounded out with vegetables and 
proteins like Korean rib eye and lemongrass 
chicken. The tater tot bow] is a sly nod 
to the Minnesota connection, with tots, 
five-spice pork, kimchi, bacon chutney, 
spicy mayo, and Sriracha. The kimchi and 
sauces are made in-house, another detail 
that highlights a commitment to freshness. 

The space at SotaRol manages to feel 
open and airy despite its small footprint. 
The interior is a combination of calming 
shades of gray and recessed lighting, with 
a few punches of plaid for contrast. As 
is customary at fast-casual restaurants, 
you order at the counter, find a seat, and 
your food finds you. Counter staffers are 
knowledgeable and happily help first- 
timers navigate the menu; the made-to- 
order dishes come out of the open kitchen 
efficiently and nicely presented. To-go 
items come in stylish containers (more 
plaid!) that are much classier than your 
typical Styrofoam clamshell. 

SotaRol is owned by the company 
behind Agra Culture and Yogurt Lab, 
two local mini-chains with regional and 
perhaps national ambitions. Right now, 
the only outpost of SotaRol is a block off of 
Edina’s 50th and France shopping mecca 
(technically in Minneapolis), but don’t be 
surprised if more locations start popping 
up in the metro. &

DOUBT: A PARABLE 


ARTISTRY AT BLOOMINGTON 
CENTER FOR THE ARTS 


Few works subvert audience sympathies 
as effectively as John Patrick Shanley’s 


Doubt: A Parable. A Pulitzer and Tony 
award-winner, Doubt’s storyline of 
suspected molestation in a Catholic 
school might seem oppressively heavy 
on the surface, but Shanley weaves 
ambiguity so skillfully that the narrative 
recalls a mystery thriller (without 
diminishing the appalling gravitas of the 
central allegations). While orchestrating 
the suspense, Doubt simultaneously 
undermines audience allegiances by 
continually questioning the virtuosity 
and credibility of both accuser and 
accused, challenging audiences to 
consider what, if any, suspicion is 
warranted by a middle-aged priest 
privately counseling a troubled young 
boy. Toward that end, what actions 
are justified to prove the allegations? 
And could the relentless drive for 
conviction suggest unspoken motives? 
Such questions are certain to take 
center stage in this new production 
from Artistry, wherein rising director 
Joshua Campbell leads a four-person 
cast of Joe Swanson (as the suspected 
priest Father Flynn), Amanda White 
(as the accusatory Sister Aloyisius), 
Tara Borman (as the idealistic Sister 
James), and Dana Lee Thompson (as

ot even hindsight is 20/20 in 
A War. Centering on one cru- 
cial decision and its lingering 
aftereffects, Tobias Lindholm’s 
Oscar-nominated follow-up to the equally 
immersive A Hijacking is a clear-headed 
attempt to sift through the fog of war. 

A Danish soldier in Afghanistan is killed 
by an IED during the opening sequence, 
raising tension among his compatriots as 
markedly as it lowers morale. Claus Michael 
Pedersen (Pilou Asbzek) oversees the affected 
unit from the relative safety of a remote 
base, which instills in him a unique, acute 
strain of survivor’s guilt — not only did he 
not prevent the accident, he wasn’t even 
there to experience it alongside his men. 

A Hijacking was easy to think of (however 
reductively) as the Danish Captain Phillips, 
but A War is without a direct or recent 
analog. American dramatizations of the 
Iraq and Afghanistan wars have mostly 
fallen under the action umbrella as of late,

with The Hurt Locker’s moral reckoning 
having been superseded by breathless action 
sequences. This makes Lindholm’s take a 
welcome addition to the canon, not least 
because the Danish perspective is one we’ve 
yet to see onscreen. 

Tragic though it is, the IED incident is 
mere prelude to A War’s ultimate conflict. 
Under heavy fire while on patrol some time 
later, and with the soldier most closely 
affected by his friend’s passing wounded, 
Pedersen makes a split-second judgment 
call by ordering an airstrike without visually 
confirming the enemy’s presence in the 
targeted area. The ensuing fire results ina 
number of civilian casualties, and the entire 
halfofA War is dedicated to the subsequent 
court martial back in Copenhagen. 

After the fact, several mundane details 
instantly become salient. Even the men in 
Pedersen’s unit who consider him a hero 
(which is most of them) admit that it was 
unusual for an officer of his standing to be 
out on patrol in the first place. Never mind 





that he was doing so in solidarity with his 
troops after being absent during what was 
previously their worst day on record — from 
the coldremove ofacourtroom, this is alapse 
in judgment that calls his very competence 
into question. 

Asbeek, who also starred in A Hijacking 
and has a steely presence reminiscent of 
Michael Shannon, is quietly compelling as 
the commanding officer in question. His 
battered confidence is that of aman whose 
once-certain ideals are slipping away from 
him. Many of his co-stars are actual Danish 
veterans of the war, and it’s to his credit and 
theirs that they mesh so well as an ensemble. 

Though apropos of Lindholm’s low-key 
style and the name of his last film, A War’s 
title isn’t entirely accurate. There are several 
battles being anatomized here, with the one 
in Afghanistan being only the most overt. 
Pedersen’s wife is holding down a fort of her 
own onthe homefront; the villagers Pedersen 
is trying to protect from Taliban insurgents 
may or may not be part ofa cell themselves;

and his legal entanglement threatens to take 
him away from his family no sooner than 
he’s finally returned to them. 

Lindholm brings the same riveting 
detachment to all of these. He’s so 
comprehensive in his approach, 
deconstructing the pivotal moment from 
every possible perspective, as to instill in 
viewers the impression of being among the 
jurors presiding over this case themselves. 
Lindholm comes across as more impartial 
than most of us could hope to be, which is 
sure to frustrate some; that he’s disinterested 
shouldn’tleave patient viewers uninterested, 
however. The letter of the law versus its 
spirit is as central a conflict in A War as 
that between soldiers under vastly different 
flags. Lindholm makes its consequences 
feel just as dire.

Gypsy celebrates women who don't need to be good to be great 


No shrinking violet:

66 sed to always stay at home, 
be agood girl,” sings Drake 
in “Hotline Bling,” reminisc- 
ing about a time when the 
woman to whom he’s singing focused her 
attention where he thinks it belongs: on him. 
The paternalistic line echoes amoment in 
Gypsy, when a frustrated lover abandons the 
career-focused Mama Rose witha parting 
admonition: “Be a good girl.” 

The role of Mama Rose, the quintes- 
sential stage mother, has been the vehicle 
for indelible performances by Broadway 
legends, including Ethel Merman, Angela 
Lansbury, and Tyne Daly. In this new pro- 
duction, presented by Theater Latté Da 
and the Hennepin Theatre Trust at the 
Pantages Theatre, Mama Rose is played 
with flinty resolve by local legend Michelle 
Barber. 

Mama Rose’s daughter — the girl who 
grows up to become Gypsy Rose Lee, the 
only performer from the golden age of bur- 
lesque who’s still a household name — is 
played by Barber’s real-life daughter Cat 
Brindisi. (Brindisi’s father, Barber’s husband, 
is longtime Chanhassen Dinner Theatres 
artistic director Michael Brindisi.) If the 


mother-daughter duo have any simmering 
resentments, they’ve checked them at the 
stage door. Director Peter Rothstein finds 
the warmth in the well-known musical, and 
doesn’t plumb too deeply into its vaunted 
darkness. 

Working from Gypsy Rose Lee’s mem- 
oirs, playwright Arthur Laurents created 
a family saga — with music by Jule Styne 
and lyrics by a young Stephen Sondheim — 
that starts on the fading vaudeville circuit 
with little Louise (Carley Clover) playing 
second fiddle to her creepily infantilized 
sister June (Victoria Wyffels). When June 
(played as an adult by Shinah Brashears) 
elopes with her fellow performer Tulsa (a 
priceless Tyler Michaels), Louise becomes 
Mama Rose’s new star, reborn as Gypsy 
Rose. 

That’s a lot of territory to cover, both 
chronologically and geographically, and 
set designer Michael Hoover makes won- 
derfully effective use ofa series of stages- 
within-a-stage that fly in and out to repre- 
sent Gypsy’s journeys, with show titles and 
locations projected atop a proscenium to 
help us keep our bearings. Gypsy’s rapid 
ascent to notoriety, during the song “Let 
Me Entertain You,” is a bravura feat of 
stagecraft, with the setting (and Brindisi,

in various glamorous costumes by Alice 
Fredrickson) seamlessly transformed in 
each successive verse. 

Barber makes Mama Rose a paragon of 
on-with-the-show perseverance; while lines 
that could be gut-wrenching tend to fly by, 
Mama Rose comes across as a sympathetic 
striver who earns believable love and devo- 
tion from her daughter and from patient 
paramour Herbie (Tod Petersen). Brindisi’s 
Louise is grounded and empathetic, and 
we root for her when she comes into her 
own, even ifher burlesque persona doesn’t 
exactly crackle with erotic heat. 

Gypsy contains a disproportionate 
chunk of the Great American Songbook, 
and Sondheim’s music comes alive under 
music director Denise Prosek, who leads 
acrack six-piece band. Rothstein and his 
team do ample justice to this classic mate- 
rial, with its poignant feminist themes that 
remain as relevant as ever. Arm in arm, 
Gypsy and Mama Rose don’t need a man 
to tell them what kind of girls to be.

The Replacements get the rock bio they deserve with Trouble Boys 


The Replacements 
in the ’80s: Paul 
Westerberg, Chris 
Mars, Bob Stinson, 
and Tommy Stinson

n the music world, and 
especially in Minnesota, 
the legacy of the Replace- 
ments casts a long 
shadow. But past attempts at 
capturinga conclusive portrait 
of the mythic ’80s rock band 
have fallen short. Part of that’s 
due to the group’s keen obfus- 
cation ofits own narrative, but 
there’s also the fact that the 
’*Mats haven’t agreed to look 
back with any biographers — 
until now. 
Longtime music journalist 
Bob Mehr got frontman Paul

Westerberg, bassist Tommy Stinson, and 
more than 200 other principal characters to 
cooperate for Trouble Boys, his enthralling 
new Replacements biography due out 
Tuesday. The book, which took almost a 
decade to complete, expands on the familiar 
framework: A hyper-talented, hard-partying, 
self-sabotaging Minneapolis band falls short, 
banished forever to the realm of cult worship. 
But there’s a lot more there, and through 
the Replacements’ vivid personalities and 
Mehr’s dogged reporting, Trouble Boys 
emerges as an immediate candidate for 
the canon of great rock bios. 

City Pages chatted with Mehr, who’s 
currently the music critic at Memphis 
newspaper the Commercial Appeal, ahead 
of the Twin Cities book-release party for 
Trouble Boys on March 5 at the Turf Club. 


CITY PAGES: The band has been 
reluctant to cooperate with biographers. Were 
Westerberg and Stinson apprehensive at all 
during the process? 

BOB MEHR: As the process unfolded, 
and Paul and Tommy saw I was making a 
pretty serious effort to tell their story — ya 
know, talking to family, childhood friends, 
managers, producers, fellow musicians, 
everybody along the way — I think they felt if 
notcomfortable, then atleast confident that 
I was taking this job and this opportunity 
to tell their story very seriously. 

I think there was an awareness, both 
with Paul and Tommy, that this was going 
to be a tough book for me to write and for 
them to have out in the world, to some 
extent. Because they knew anybody doing 
a serious job was going to get into some 
difficult aspects of their lives and the band’s 
career, which was very successful on some 
level and a triumph in some ways, but also 
had its tragic qualities. 

CP: How forthcoming were they when 
reckoning with the past? 

BM: Basically, I was done with most 
of the book before the [2012-15] reunion 
happened. The reason I mention that is 
because I think since the reunion and the 
success of that... there was such an amount 
of validation. To play St. Paul for 14,000 
people, play New York City, to just feel 
the kind of love I think they felt during 
the reunion, I think that validated a lot of 
maybe difficult things in the past. 

I think it’s difficult for anybody to go back 
and look at your past, especially ifyou’ve lost 
friends, family members, and you look back 
at your regrets. Paul is such an intelligent 
person. He’s far more self-aware than he 
leads on, and he also understands his place 
inthe rock world and rock history. And he’s 
a student and a reader of biographies and 
history, so I think he was aware of what 
the process was going to entail. 

CP: Were you shocked by the descriptions 
of the horrific child abuse endured by late 
guitarist Bob Stinson? 

BM: I had a vague awareness he had a 
troubled past, and that was sort ofalways the 
thumbnail sketch of him. I certainly didn’t 
realize the depths to which it affected him, 
or the depths to which it was connected to 
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him becoming so obsessed with music. And 
how much there’s a direct line between the 
tragedy of his childhood and his desire to 
reconnect with the world through music, 
and ultimately start the band that would 
become the Replacements. I knew there 
was much more to each of their personal 
stories that hadn’t been explored. You only 
get aband as unique, special, visceral as the 
Replacements if there are some complex 
things going on behind the scenes and in 
their lives. 

CP: Does Paul seem at ease with the 
limited commercial success his tremendous 
songwriting gift achieved? 

BM: I think he’s much more at ease with 
itnow than he probably was in the 90s. It 
was probably hard for him then to open up 
a magazine or turn on the radio and hear 
bands and artists that were usually taking one 
part of the Replacements’ 
personality or sound, and 
becoming very successful 
with itin acommercial way. 
Particularly ata point where 
he was in a low ebb of his 
solo career. 

Now I think he’s 
graduated into this Grand 
Old Man of rock ’n’ roll, 
and he’s considered in that 
pantheon of songwriters 
that really hit people in the 
head, heart, and gut ina way 
that few people do. And I 
think, ultimately, that’s the 
thing that lasts most and is probably the 
most gratifying, in that your work is going 
to survive generation after generation. I 
don’t think now he would trade that for 
having a pop hit in 1987 or 1989, ya know? 

CP: Was the mythic, sort of, legend of the 
Replacements still present when you talked 
with sources? 

BM: There was, whatever you wanna call

it. They all sound like clichés — chemistry, 
magic, whatever. But the combination of 
those four people in that momentin that time 
is what makes bands, and the Replacements 
did capture...

Is my boyfriend secretly a meth addict? 


ay, thirtysomething male in D.C. 
My boyfriend of three years has 
been acting strange — not taking 
his antidepression meds, says he’s 
feeling weird. He has withdrawn from me, 
sleeps 15 hours a day, and has been canceling 
on commitments to socialize with friends. 
He’s blue and I get it. Here’s 
why I’m writing: He was 
doing an online crossword, 
and when he got up, I was 
going to write a message 
in it — to be funny and 
sweet. There was a browser 
window open about meth 
and depression. He is 48 
and successful, and isn’t a 
clubber or party-going type. 
METH? What the hell? I 
snooped further, and there 
was a detailed search his- 
tory on meth, meth and 
depression, meth and sex. 
He doesn’t seem to have been high around 
me — and I would never use meth, it’s not 
my thing and I have a security clearance (no 
drugs for me, ever) — but I don’t want to date 
an addict. I don’t want to be with someone 
who would take such a dumb risk. I know 
what you'll say: Use your words — and, trust 
me, I will. But am I totally crazy? I feel shitty 
for having snooped, but it started innocently 
enough with me wanting to write a goofy 
note on his crossword puzzle. 
SNOOP NOW ALL FUCKED UP 


Meth addicts aren’t known for sleeping 
15 hours a day, SNAFU, or for sleeping at 
all. So perhaps your boyfriend abused meth 
before you met — and there’s no using meth, 
only abusing meth — and conquered his 
addiction and/or stopped abusing meth 
years ago. And now he’s depressed and off 
his meds, and he went online to investi- 
gate whether his past meth abuse could 
be contributing to his current depression. 

When we snoop, we sometimes find out 
things we don’t want to know, don’t need 
to know, and don’t need to do anything 
about. For example, the new boyfriend has 
afew sexts from his ex tucked away on his 
computer, your adult daughter is selling 
her used panties online. But sometimes 
we find out things we needed to know and 
have to do something about. For example, 
your 14-year-old daughter is planning to

meet up with a 35-year-old man she met 
on Instagram, your “straight” boyfriend 
is having unsafe sex with dozens of men 
behind your back, your spouse is planning 
to vote for Ted Cruz — in those cases, you 
have to intervene, break up, and file for 
civil commitment, respectively. 

Learning your 
depressed-and-off-his- 
medsboyfriend may have 
— or may have had — a 
meth problem falls into 
the needed to know/ 
have to do something 
about category. Go tell 
him whatyou discovered 
and how you discovered 
it, and demand an expla- 
nation while offering to 
help. Urge him to see his 
doctor — whoever pre- 
scribed the antidepres- 
sants he stopped taking 
—and go into the convo armed with a list 
of the resources available to him. 

“We're lucky to have a lot of great 
resources in D.C.,” said David Mariner, 
executive director of the DC Center for the 
LGBT Community. “The Triangle Club (tri- 
angleclub.org) is an LGBT recovery house, 
and they host all sorts of 12-step meetings. 
Crystal Meth Anonymous is really active 
here. And we're just kicking off a harm- 
reduction group here at the DC Center.” 

Tasked Mariner ifyour boyfriend sounded 
tohimlike someone currently abusing meth. 

“Tm not an expert,” Mariner replied, 
“but he doesn’t sound like it to me. He 
may be having a hard time talking to his 
boyfriend about this because for folks who 
have ahistory of meth use, sex can be tricky. 
Meth use and sexual activity are often so 
intertwined that it can make it hard to talk 
to a partner.” 

Finally, SNAFU, don’t make it harder 
for your partner to be honest with you by 
threatening to break up with him. You don’t 
have to remain in a relationship with an 
addict, ifindeed he is an addict, forever. But 
start by offering support. You can make up 
your mind about your future later.
